DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' cancellation of claims 1 -34, 38, 39 and 64 is acknowledged. 

2. Applicants' addition of claims 68 and 69 is acknowledged. 

3. The rejection as set forth in action mailed on 1 1/20/2003 is withdrawn in view of 
applicants' amendments. 

4. Claims 35-37, 40-63 and 65-69 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 35-37, 40-63 and 65-69 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, Thomas et al. to U.S. 5,000,818 teach in Fig.2A and related text teach an 
integrated circuit comprising a semiconductive substrate (10) having an outer substrate; 
an inner conductive core (38) spaced from and suspended over the outer surface; a 
dielectric layer (52) surrounding the core (38); and an outer conductive layer (50) over 
the dielectric layer (52), wherein the outer conductive layer (50) is not formed directly on 
the outer surface (column 9, lines 21 - 65). However, Thomas et al. fail to teach a 
polymer layer and an outer conductive sheath surrounding the core because Thomas et 
al . teach them on one side of the core only.
